Anafgyros Simopoulo, the new minister 
of finance, is a deputy from Parnessis, and 
like the other members of the cabinet, has 
been prominent in the opposition, Several 
times he has been minster of justice. 

Constantine Carapanos is a deputy from 
Arta. This is the second time that he 


has been appointed to this department of 


the cabinet. 
George Leotaoki is a deputy from Corfu 
and was minister of the interior under 


Prime Minister Tricoupia. 
M. Tsamavos has long been associated 
with M. Ralli in his campaign against the 


royalty. 
Admirals Canaris and Deligeorgis, as 
well as ‘M. Stiropoulo, having declined port- 


folios, the new ministery will take on 4 
composite character and rely for its sup- 
port upon a coalition of followers of M. 
Ralli and Tricoupists. 

Delyannis Talks Out. 

M. Delyannis made the following state- 
ment this afternoon: 

“Yesterday King George summoned me 
to the palace and declared exceptional cir- 
cumstances compelled him to replace the 
cabinet and to form a new ministry from 
the ranks of the opposition. He begged me 
to second his efforts. I refused to tender 
my resignation, not because of my love 
of power, but in order that such a step 
might not be misinterpreted. 

“7 urged the king to use the privilege of 
the crown, declaring that I was ready to 
sign the royal decree, provided the latter 
cast no blame upon us. I added that there 
was no reason to fear that such a measure 
woulda be considered by Europe as a cen- 
sure upon the government’s policy. Judg- 
ment would be formed as to that after the 
mew cabinet had been trie@. I cannot di- 
vulge the policy which I considered neces- 
sary. 

“T can only say that the country would 
have emerged from its trial without loss of 
territory and could thave obtained a rectifi- 
cation of the northern frontier by abandon- 
ing Crete according to the demands of the 
powers. The latter measure would have 
facilitated the task, fhasmuch as the prin- 
ciple of The Ottoman integrity would not 
have been f#mpaired, while the peace of 
Europe would have beem assured because of 
the rectification of the frontier line ad- 
judged in the treaty of Berlin.” 

The evening session of the legislative as- 
sembly was attended by only forty depu- 
ties. In the absence of a quorum the pres- 
ident adjourmed the chamber, after which 
crowds paraded the streets, shouting: 
“Long live Admiral Canaris!” 

Recognition of [1. Ralli. 

During the negotiations for fhe recon- 
struction of the ministry from the opposi- 
tion, M. Ralli opposed the proposai to make 
M. Stiropoulo premier “and said: “Setting 
aside all false modesty, I must be recog- 
nized. I am the premier designated by 
events.” 

The opposition leaders acquiesced in this 
view, but M. Delfgeorgis refused to join the 
ministry unless the premier were chosen 
outside the regular constituted parties in

It is now believed that all serious danger 
of internal disorders is removed.

M. Del- 
yannis appears to be assured of a majority 
in the legislative assembly, but it is prob- 
able that he will support the cabinet.

Mr. Field reached Chicago today, but 
refused to see a reporter who called for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether or not the 
story of his engagement was true. 

Mrs. Sheridan was formally Miss Ruck- 
er, daughter of General Rucker, of the reg- 
ular army, and was married to General 
Sheridan in this city about twenty years 
ago. She has three children. Since the 
death of her husband Mrs. Sheridan has 
resided in Washington. She is a devout 
Catholic and her children are being edu- 
cated in schools of that faith. 

Mr. Field has been a widower for about a 
year. He has two children, Marshall Field, 
Jr., who resides on Prairie avenue, and 
Mrs. Arthur Tree, who has since her mar- 
riage resided at Leamington, England.

The foreign office instructed Hiogo Ken- 
cho, at Kobe, on the 9th instant, to stop 
the departure of emigrants for the island 
at once. 

Grave complications have arisen, accord- 
ing to Japan newspapers, over the action 
of the United States government in send- 
ing the Philadelphia to Honolulu. Japa- 
nese official advices claim the cruiser has 
been sent as a menace to the Japanese 
government and is significant and foretells 
of annexation of the island to the United 


States. 
Japanese Talking War. 

Japanese official newspapers are full of 
war talk. The Chowc states that a tele- 
gram had been received by the Japanese au- 
thorities to the effect that England has 
sent an intimation to the United States 
government that she objects to the intended 
annexation by the latter of the Hawatlian 
republic. The Sekai No Nifon says that 
a series of telegraphic communications are 
at present passing between the United 
States legation at Tokjo and the United 
States government and is of the opinion 
that they relate to the refusal of the Ha- 
wailan government to permit Japanese im- 
migrants to land. 

Admiral Is Awaiting Orders. 

San Francisco, April 29.—The steamer 
Doric, which called at Honolulu, April 8th, 
brings advices that Hawaiians are making 
much over the presence of the Philadel- 
phia. The advices say it is certain that 
Admiral Beardsiee has not come to Hon- 
olulu clothed with executive power to exe- 
cute a special mission for his govern- 
ment. 

Had he come to annex the island or re- 
Seat the ex-queen on her throne he cer- 
tainly would not hoist the deck awnings, 
set the painters to painting the ship and 
with the officers accept the hospitality of 
friends ashore. It is believed that the 
admiral is awaiting orders by the next 
steamer from San Francisco before pro- 
ceeding on his mission. 

Hawalian’ believe the president {s about 
to appoint a minister, who will come to 
Honolulu and consummaté annexation. It 
is generully believed the cruiser Philadel- 
phia was sent at the request of Acting 
Consul General Hills to protect United 
States citizens and property in case of 
trouble with the Japanese Over the refusal 
of President Dole to permit the Japanese 
immigrants to Jand here.

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SERIOUS CHARGES 


Canses Consternation in the House of 
Commons. 
CHAMBERLAIN ANSWERS HIM 


Fierce Interchange of Words Between 
the Two Englishmen. 


BUDGET STATEMENT BEGAN THE TROUBLE 


Grows Angry Over Sir William’s 
Charges and Answers Ac- 
cordingly. 


London, April 29.—The chancellor of the 
exchequer, Sir Michael Hicks Beach, read 
the budget statement in the house of com- 
mons today. Te balance in the account of 
1896-97 shows the exchequer revenue to be 
£103,950,000, and the expenditures £101,477,000. 
leaving a surplus of £2,473,000. 

The chancellor of the exchequer, who was 
heartily cheered, added that the national 
debt had been reduced £7,584,000 during the 
year and that the total value of British 
trade during the last fiscal year was £738,- 
000,000, an imcrease of 5 per cent. 

Regarding affairs in south Africa ths 
chancellor said: 

“We had to consider very carefully our 
position as to the paramount power in 
south Africa and decided to make a mate- 
rial increase in.the imperial garrison in 
that colony. These measures are not taken 
in an aggressive spirit.’ We intend to ful- 
fill our obligations and expect others to do 
the same. For this purpose we want £200,- 
000.”’ 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt, the liberal 

leader, referring to the £200,000 set apart in 
the budget estimates for strengthening the 
British garrison in south Africa, said this 
sum was for a war policy in south Africa, 
which the opposition was determined to 
resist. 
‘sir William accused Mr. Chamber- 
lain of trying to arouse a war feeling end 
of using in all his recent statements “ex- 
asperating language, calculated to excite 
feeling of racial hatred in south Africa, 
which, however, thank God, has failed.”’ 

‘Harcourt Hot After Chamberlain. 

Sir William Harcourt’s remarks were met 
with cries of “Oh!’ Contimuing, he said the 
policy of the. secretary of state for the 
colonies intending to produce racial war 
was defeated by the good sense and feel- 
ing of the people of Cape Colony, and he 
pointed to the adoption of the recent con- 
cillatory motion in the parliament of Cape 
Colony as being a condemnation of this war 
policy, adding that he was happy to say the 
peaceful policy was supported by the gov- 
ernment of Cape Colony, 

‘The secretary of state for the colonies, 


1 Mr, Joseph Chamberlain, here entered the 


house and amid cheers Sir William Har- 
eourt said: ‘In the presence of Mr. 
Chamberlain I.repeat that it was a defeat 
of an utterly unjustifiable attempt to ex- 
cite il! feeling. 


tion of the taxes of Great Britain in order 
to contribute money to promote warlike ag- 
gressive operations in south Africa we op- 
pose a most determined resistance. The 
proposal to apply money to unjustifiable 
purposes against the will of the people 
and government of Cape Colony is one of 
the most injurious things with reference to 
the empire ever submitted to the house of 
commons.”’ 

Mr. Chamberlain said he had not expect- 
ed to have to reply to such “pernicious and 
dangerous language.’’ He classed Sir Wil- 
liam Harcourt’s utterances as being “un- 
patriotic in the highest degree, embarrass- 
ing to the government and injurious to the 
cause of peace.”’ 

Continuing Mr. Chamberlain asserted that 
Sir William Harcourt’s statements to the 
effect that the government’s policy had 
been rejected by fhe Cape government and 
people were absolutely inaccurate. The 
policy of the government, he explained, 
had not changed from the first. Only cir- 
cumstances had changed to some extent. 
The government's policy; Mr. Chamberlain 


to engage in any aggressive operations, 
nor to attack the independence of a 
friendly state, but “‘to maintain our own 
rights and the rights of the nation.” 

Chamberlain Comes. Back Warmly. 

“T had hoped,” continued Mr. Chamber- 
lain, ‘“‘that our policy would continue to 
be non-partisan, but that hope has disap- 
peared in the face of Sir William Har- 
evtrt’s speech and I now challenge him to 
raise the issue. (Cheers and counter 
cheers.) Are the opposition prepared to. 
take issue with us when we say that while 
we intend to observe our own obligations 
we intend that obligations toward us shall 
also be maintained? The question between 
us and the Transvaal is not interference 
in the international affairs of the Trans- 
vaal nor an attack on the London conven- 
tign upon our part, but breaches of con- 
vention upon the part of the Transvaal, 
and we are calling upon them in friendly 
terms to give us satisfaction.” 

Sir William Harcourt here interrupted 
Mr.:Chamberlain by remarking: “You are 
asking for £200.000.” 

“What nonsense!”’ 
Chamberlain hotly. 

Prolonged cheering greeted the sharp 
answer of the secretary of state for the 
colonies, who continued: 

“We ask for £200,000 when everybody 
knows the Transvaal is asking for a mil- 
lion and for hundreds and hundreds of 
thousands. The Transvaal has been arm- 
ing to an extent absolutely unjustifiable 
by any ordinary policy of defense. We 
have not complained, but the result has 
been that the present armaments of the 
Transvaal are altogether disproportionate 
to the defensive resources of Cape Colony, 
and the Transvaal armaments, -after ex- 
pending considerably over a million upon 
them, are still going on. Batteries of ar- 
tillery and maxim guns, millions and mil- 
Hons of cartridges and hundreds of thou- 
sands of rifles have been imported into the 
Transvaal.” ot

POR CUBA SIGNED 


Queen's Signature Perfects the 
Reforms Agreed Upon, 


WEYLER'S CABLE CAUSED IT

He Wied Madrid That the Western Part 
of Island Is Pacified, 


COUNCIL OF ADMINISTRATION CREATED 


It Is a Parliament Composed of Thirty- 
One Members and Majority Elect- 
ed by the Cubans---It Is the 
Plan Agreed Upon, Some 
Time Ago. 


Madrid, April 29.—The queen regent, at a 
cabinet meeting today, signed a decree pro- 
viding for the application of the agreed- 
upon reforms for the island of Cuba. Her 
majesty’s action was due to the receipt of 
a cable message from Captain General 
Weyler announcing that the western part 
of the island is completely pacified. 

News Received in Havana. 

Havana, April 29.—News reached here to- 
day from Madrid that the queen regent has 
signed a decree providing for immediately 
putting in operation the scheme for reforms 
in Cuba already agreed upon. A mail 
steamer was detained twenty-four hours 
at Cadiz in order to carry the decree estab- 
lishing thg work of reform which will be- 
gin in the provinces of Pinar del. Rio, 
Havana, Matanzas and Santa Clara. 


What Washington Thinks. 
Washington, April 2%.—The announcement 


from Madrid — the queen regent has 
signed a decree applying ‘the reform laws 
to Cuba is considered by officials here as a 
realization of the plans under negotiation 
for many months to give Cuba an autono- 


} mous, form. ef government, or home rule... 


“The home-rule plan about to be applied 
was made public in detail by Minister 
Dupuy de Lome on February 6th last. 

A council of administration is created for 
the government of affairs of the island. 
This councni will be in the nature of a 
parliament made up of thirty-one members, 
a majority of them being elected by the 
Cubans and a lesser number appointed by 
the throne. 

The council of administration is given 
practically supreme control of the ‘sland, 
subject to certain supervisory authority 
by the home government. One of the im- 
portant features of the plan is that of al- 
lowing Cuba to revise her tariff schedules. 

The reform law was passed March 135, 
1895, but never applied to Cuba owing to 
the uprising. 

On last New Year’s day it was promul- 
gated by the queen regent and gazetted in 
Havana as a concession of the new year. 
Its actual application was still withheld, 
however, until General Weyler could an-« 
nounce that the island was pacified. 

On the king’s fete day the plan was 
amplified. 

The decree signed by the queen today 
appears to be the last step toward ac- 
tually applying the law to Cuba.

Washington, April 29.>The senate finance 
committee was in session for an hour to- 
day, four republicans and four democrats 
being present. No conclusion of any kind 
regarding the tariff bill was reached. 

The discussion was confined entirely to 
the proposition of the republicans to per- 
mit the bill to be reported direct to the 
senate and the alternative disposition to 
consider it was very briefly in committee. 

The democrats declined the first sugges- 
tion, but said with reference to the second 
that they could make no reply until they 
should have an opportunity to see the Dill 

One fact developed during the conference 
was that the republicans did not feel abso- 
lutely assured of the vote of Senator Jones, 
On the other 
hand, the democrats express Confidence 
that he would at least stand with them, 
to the extent of seeing that they had time 
for consideration of the bill in commitee. 

The republicans may evade the demands 
by reporting the Dingley bill back to the 
Senate without any amendments whatever. 
This could be accomplished by the adoption 
of a resolution by the senate discharging 
the committee from the further consider- 
ation of the bill and ordering it to report it 
back. 

The advisability of adopting such a 
course as this was discussed somewhat by 
the republican members of the finance 
committee after receiving the refusal of 
the democrats. 

They say the amendments agreed upon 
by the republican members could be pre- 
seated from time to time in the senate, 
and they feel that here would be one great 
advantage in this course in avoiding the 
necessity of getting the assent of Senator 
Jones, of Nevada, to every change made 
before presenting the bill. The democratic 
members do not regard the outlook thus 
presented very seriously. 

They do not believe that the republican 
members of the committee would take the 
responsibility of reporting the bill without 
@ change and pronounce the talk of such 
course as a “‘bluff.’’

Loss of Life tn the Guthelo Disaster Now 
Estimated at Twenty. 


People Cling to Trees and House Tops 
All Night Long. 


SYSTEMATIC RELIEF IS BEING RENDERED 


Five Hundred Homes Were Swept 
Away and a Thousand People 
Left Destitute. 


Guthrie, Oka., April 29.—In the flood- 
stricken valley of the Cottonwood river to- 
day has been one Of the heroic efforts to- 
ward the rescue of those unfortunates 
whose lives were still endangered and for 
the relief of the hundreds of destitute and 
hungry. 

Tonight it seems a certainty that the 
loss of life in yesterday's deluge will not 
exceed twenty. 


clinging to bushes or driftwood down the 
stream of the west bluffs and gathering in 
farmhouses for miles. 

Daylight found dozens of persons still 
clinging to trees, overturned houses or 
timbers in perilous positions which they 
had sustained all’ during the night. For 
miles along the scene of devastation, 1,500 
people, homeless, half ill from exposure and 
hunger passed a miserable night and morn- 
ing found most of them too weak to give 
much assistance either to themselves or 
others. 

The scene in the flood-swept district this 
morning was one of desolation. The river 
fell rapidly during the night and when the 
gun rose the extent of the damage done to 
property could be seen. The river is still 
bank full, but the water had receded from 
.most of the inundated districts, 

There was a confused mass of debris and 
overturned and demolished houses scat- 
tered over the valley where last night was 
a sea of water. The banks were littered 
with the carcasses of farm animals. Whole 
blocks, where yesterday stood a home in 
nearly every lot, were stripped and huge 
trees torn up by their roots were scattered 
every where, 

With the first ray of daylight the work 
of rescuing and relief was taken up with 
a will, and kept up with tireless energy. 
During last night men had been put to 
work in lumber yards constructing boats, 
and dawn today witnessed a dozen crafts 
darting out from all directions to the rescue 
of the unfortunates. The work of the 
raftsmen proved most effective, and one 
by one the people were transported from 
their perilous positions to places of safety 
on land. Every house, drift pile and tree 
was closely examined in search of: the 
dead. 

The family of Wesley McGill, reported 
yesterday as drowned, was found safe. 

The only bodies found during the day 
were those of Mra. Fannie Ruffin and five 
children, all lodged in a pile of driftwood. 

These with George Owen, the butcher, 
drowned while rescuing others, Frank 
Myers, Mrs. Jane Watt, Mrs. Francis 
Moore, Mrs. Drummond, Mrs. Dennis and 
child and Mrs. Watson are the only identi- 
fied dead, though many are still missing. 
During the day systematic relief was per- 
fected and carried on. 

Ferries plied across the river, carrying 
provisions and clothing everywhere and 
returning with the injured. Such were 
carefully cared for in private homes in 
Guthrie. By nightfall ample arrangements 
had been made for the immediate care of. 
the homeless, and there was an assurance 
of no further suffering at least for the 
time being. 

Five hundred homes were swept away, 
150 houses were wrecked and twenty stores 
devastated, leaving 1,000 people homeless 
and half as many destitute. The work of 
supplying shelter and food for all these 
was by no means a small undertaking, but 
the Guthrieites were equal to the task, and 
tonight thousands of dollars have been sub- 
scribed to aid the afflicted. 

The damage along the Cimarron river 
east is very extensive and hundreds of 
farms have been devastated along Deep 
Fork, in Lincoln county. Hundreds of 
men worked all day rebuilding houses along 
the stream. The damage to property will 
be in the neighborhood of $100,000, while 
that sustained in crops may equal or per- 
haps double that amount, 

The receding flood has 
pile of wreckage at the 
six miles below the city. 

Search for the dead was begun at that 
point this evening, and when darkness put 
a stop to the work the bodies of a white 
man and a colored baby had been recov- 
ered. It is claimed that several other 
bodies have been sighted in the debris 
there. An attempt was made to poll the 
residents of West Guthrie this afternoon, 
but the count taken is not considered at all 
accurate.

Macon, Ga., April 29.—(Special.)}—On May 
4th the United States court at Macon_will 
rear the case of MrarewM. L. Mercer against 
the Southern railway for $15,000 damages, 
for the death of her husband, who was 
killed in the celebrated Stone creek wreck 
near Macon. 

Mercer was fireman of the freight engine 
which plunged through the broken trestle 
immediately after the passenger train. 

The two principal pgjnts of the plaintiff 
are that the wreck of the train was not the 
wcrk of wreckers, but was due to the rot- 
ten and unsafe condition of the trestle, and 
that it was negligenee on the part of the 
railroad employees of the passenger train 
that first plunged through the trestle in not 
notifying the crew of the freight train of 
the accident. < 

The plaintiff is represented by Marion 
Harris and Buford M. Davis. The road 
will be defended by Hill, Harris & Birch. 

Warren Criswell and Tom Shaw, who 
have been sentenced to the penitentiary 
for life on the charge of having wrecked the 
train will be witnesses in the case.

COMPANY MUST DELIVER POLICY 


Judge Speer Rules In a Suit Against 
a Life Insurance Company. 

Macon, Ga., April 29.—(Special.)—Today 
in the United States court in the case of 
W. T. Phillip, guardian, against the Union 
Central Life Insurance Company, of Cin- 
cinnati, Judge Speer signed an order over- 
ruling defendant’s demurrer and denying 
injunction and directing the cause to pro- 
ceed according to the usual rules in equity. 

The plaintiff sues for policy and $5,000 on 
the life of his ward, Willis Arlena Pugh, 
of Twiggs county, $1,250 lawyers’ fees and 
$1,250 damages. 

On March 30, 1895, Miss Pugh, who was 
less than eighteen years old, made appli- 
cation for a policy. On May 8th she paid 
T. S. Lowrey, the company’s manager at 
Macon, $30 and gave a note for $100 as 
first premium. On June 6th she received a 
postal card at her home in Twiggs county 
from Manager Lowrey notifying her that 
his company had accepted and approved 
her application and had issued a policy, 
which he then had in his possession at 
Macon, and that he would come to Twiggs 
in a few days and deliver it to her. 

She died on June llth and before she 
had received the policy. 

The company has declined to pay on 
the ground that the policy had never been 
delivered and therefore the conttact had 
never been completed. It will be a hard- 
fought case.

The Coming of Joe Blackburn. 

The election of a republican senator 
by the legislature of Kentucky brings to 
its final culmination the effort of the 
Watterson-Carlisle crowd to wreck the 
democratic party of that grand old state, 
The wreckers can go no further.

The Baptist Denomination. 

From the American Baptist year book 
for 1897, just issued by the American 
Baptist Publication Society, quite a num- 
ber of interesting facts concerning the 
growth of this religious denomination in 
the United 


that 
only 926,619 communicants reside in the 
northern states, while the remaining 
2,800,000 reside in the south. 

Under the charge of the Baptist church 
in the United States there are seven 
theological seminaries, of which the two 
largest are at Chicago and Louisville, 
the former having 321 students and the 
latter 303 students. Besides theological 
seminaries there are thirty-seven col- 
leges and universities under Baptist con- 
trol : 


Some of these institutions are hand- 
somely endowed. Brown university, 
which ranks as the oldest, has an en- 
dowment of $2,290,000; Colgate univer- 
sity, $2,404,000; the University of Ro- 
chester, $1,280,000. Evidently the Bap- 
tist church believes in a thoroughly ed- 
ucated membership as well as ministry. 

Closely allied to the Baptist church 
are various other kindred denomina- 
tions, making the total number of those 
who believe in immersion, accord- 
ing to the year book, 5,134,378. In com- 
parison with these figures it may be of* 
interest to cite the strength of various 
other denominations. Methodism in the 
United States, putting its several 
branches together, aggregates 5,297,896 
communicants; Presbyterianism, 1,440,- 
116, and Latheranism, which is closely 
akin to Presbyterianism, 1,420,905. ‘Phe 
figures in regard to other branches of 
the Christian faith are not accessible, 
but the ones above cited serve to show 
how most of them stand. 

As To Minority Stockholders, 

Referring to the comm:2nts of The 
Constitution on the recent collapse or 
explosion of the Georgia Loan, Savings 
and Banking Company, a contemporary 
reminds us that “recent decisions of the 
courts, especially of the New Yor«x court 
of appeals, guarantee minority stock- 
holders full protection [rom the ma- 
chinations of the majority, provided the 
minority stockholders assert them- 
selves.” 

Well, The Constitution is not engaged 
in painting, but is dealing with facts 
that are naked and plain. The New 
York court of appeals has no jurisdic- 
tion in Georgia, and its decisions, gocd, 
bad or indifferent, do not affect the 
law or the courts in Georgia. 

The minority stockholders can assert 
themselves under the law in Georgia; 
but to what end? When the corporation 
in which they are interested is thrown 
into the courts, their cause finds itself 
fmpaled on the points and quibbles that 
constitute ithe stock-in-trade of legal 
practice nm Georgia, and the aggrieved 
parties find themselves in a worse con- 
dition than they were before. After such 
delay as suits the attorneys on one side 
or the other, or on both sides, the end 
of the matter is that the whole tody 
and substance of the corporation is dissi- 
pated in lawyers’ fees. 

The main trouble, however, seems to 
be the fact that the law, or the prac- 
tice of the courts, appears to have 
reached the point where defaulters, em- 
bezzlers and other violators of the laws 
of the’state invariably find a way cleared ; 
for their escape from the penalties pro- 
vided by the statutes. It seems to be 
impossible to secure any action through 
the ordinary methods to secure deter- 
rent action by the courts. All the aven- 
ues of escape are open, and the action 
taken by the courts, instead of deterr'ng 
other would-be criminals, is a standing 
invitation to all who are willing to do 
so to proceed to pluck those whose con- 
fidence they have obtained and whose 
money they have control of. 

The result is that the publics Is not 
only losing respect for the law under 
which these manipulations aro possible, 
but for the courts which provide cor- 
venient channels of escape. Thero iz a 
general feeling among the masses that 
both the law and the courts have been 
wrenched away from their proper founds 
ations to give protection to those who 
do not deserve it. And it is a dangerous 
feeling, leading to demoralization and 
lawlessness. 

There is another phase of this matter 
that may well be brought home t» the 
minds of our conservative and justice- 
loving citizens. The reputation that cur 
city has obtained abroad has teen 
smirched and blackened by the rapid 
succession of swindlings, embezzle- 
ments and other transactions of a doubt- 
ful character that have followed cach 
other in Atlanta during the past few 
months. The public prints of the ¢.un- 
try swarm with taunting allusions to 
these occurrences. Atlanta is referred 
to as “the headquarters of embezzle- 
ment,” and as “a nest of financial swin- 
dlers.” These statements are sure, in 
the end, to have a serious effect on the 
mind of the outsider, 

It is the misfortune of this state of 
things that it hurts the reputation of: 
honest men in Atlanta and tends to 
cripple every enterprise centering here 
for which outside capital may be neces- 
sary. In the minds of people at a dis- 
tance the whole city is concerned in the 
rascally developments that have taken 
place in this city lately. The outside 
public is not given to individualizing in 
such matters. It can only generalize, and 
in'this way the reputation of Atlanta is 
blackened. 

Now, this ts a matter that goes far- 
ther than individual misfortune, bad as 
the latter is, for it is calculated to retard 
the building up of the city in a thousand 
ways which we need not catalogue, since 
they must be apparent to every citizen 
who is interested in Atlanta’s growth 
and development. 

Even now the impression prevails 
right here in Georgia that the courts 
of Atlanta protect swindlers and embez- 
glers and enable them to avoid the put- 
ishment the law intends to inflict on 
those who wrong individuals or the 
public. And the impression is irresist- 
ible. It is based on a series of actual 
occurrences and events. 3 

Now the fact that such an impression 
is irresistible indicates a condition of 
affairs that ought not to be possible in 
any civilized community. The best--

Mrs. Watson was a ‘passenger on 
a street car one day last summer. when it 
jumped the track and running down a 
short hill collided with a bluff. Mrs. Wat- 
son was injured.and about six weeks later 
she died, as a result of these injuries, so 
the plaintiff alleges. The plaintiff brought 
suit against the street railway company to 
recover the statutory $5,000 In his own be- 
half as next of kin to his wife. No other 
kin of the deceased was mentioned. 

Counsel for the street railway company 
moved for judgment on the pleadings on 
the ground that the plaintiff, as husband of 
Mrs. Watson, was not her next of Kin, ac- 
cording to the statute providing for the 
beginning of actions to recover for loss 
of life. The statute specifically states 
‘widow and next of kin,” but says nothing 
about “‘widowers.” Judge Willis granted 
the motion. It is understood that the @e- 
ceased left a child surviving, no allusion 
to whom appears in the complaint and 
other pleadings. Whether the child, as the 
actual next of kin of the deceased, is 
thereby barred from bringing a similar ac- 
tion on the statute is the next question 
that may have to be determined. 

Better Hurry. 

It is respectfully suggested to Mr. Mic- 
Kinley that if it be his intention to ap- 
point Dr. Hopkins as minister to Greece— 
and no man doubts that such is the case— 
it would be best for all parties concerned 
to appoint him quick. It would be a little 
embarrassing to the genial doctor to sail 
from here with his commission confidently 
packed away in his steamer trunk, and to 
tind upon his arrival that nothing was left 
of Greece or of the royal Grecian family to 
which or whom he could present his cre- 
dentials with the dignity and honor which 
attaches to such an action. From present 
appearances there will not be enough of 
that unhappy country left a month from 
now for the doctor to rest his high silk hat 
upon. ‘ 


Greece’s Motherly Queen. 

The queen of Greece is looked upon as a 
motner. Simplicity In tastes and a kind 
disposition have won for her the name. 
She has never got over her own great sor- 
row—the death of her eldest daughter, the 
Grand Duchess Paul, whose departure 
from Athens to be married* was more like 
a funeral than the preface to a bridal. All 


‘Athens turned out to wish her joy. But 


the faces of the bride and her mother were 
blistered with tears. This being thought 
a bad omen, the air was filled with lamen- 
tation. The princess was entreated by the 
women to turn back and wait for some 
more propitious time to begin her journey. 

But the princess was married and was 
killed in less than two years by a fall 
from a Carriage that was going at a furi- 
ous pace. A nurse of the princess dreamed 
the night before the departure from Rus- 
sia that they were at the museum and 
came to a sculpture representing a family 
group around a dying girl. The dreamer 
thought the personages were suddenly 
changed into the king, the queen, herself 
and the betrothed princess. Next morning 
she told her dream to the queen, who 
laughed, but believed her, as her biistered 
face showed. 


Osman Pasha. 

Osman Pasha, who has’ been placed in 
command of the Turkish army, now try- 
ing to invade Greece, won great distinc- 
tion in the Russo-Turkish war by his de- 
fense of Plevna against the Russians. He 
was born at Tokat, Asia Minor, in 1832, 
and received his education at the military’ 
schools of Constantinople. He has had 
great experience as a fighter, and was in 
the Crimean war, the Cretan campaign 
and the Servo-Turkish war. At the out- 
break of the war between Turkey and Rus- 
sia he was placed in command of the Fifth 
army corps, which did great fighting. He 
was defeated at the battle of Scoleritze, 
and then intrenched himself in Plevna, 
which he held from August 8list to, Decem- 
ber 10, 1877. He surrendered with 43,000 
men. 

He has since been minister of war several 
times, and has also occupied the post of 
grand marshal of the palace. Osman 
Pasha is in personal appearance and char- 
acter a typical soldier of the Ottoman em- 
pire, being fanatical and brave, and very 
frugal. He is regarded as ome of the 
most invincible soldiers of Ewrope in a 
fight behind earthworks, being more of a 
defensive than offensive general.

The amount due 
depositors on April ist was $149,352, the 
bank being the second largest in this city. 


New Orleans, April 29.—William P/ Nich- 
ols, president of the defunct Bank of Com- 


‘merce, was tonight convicted of the embez- 


gliement of $20,000. The money was used 
to purchase the Esperanza Sugar 
plantation and was withdrawn without 
obtaining the consent of the directors. 

After the bank failed {t was found that 
the president has overdrawn his account 
$30,000. He turned over the plantation and 
all his property to the liquidators, explain- 
ed the plantation transaction and claimed 
he had bought the plantation to protect 
the bank, which held mortgage notes,

United States Deputy Marshal Bob Bates 
was in Atlanta yesterday from. Dalton, 
and told of a thrilling battle with a gang 
of moonshiners on the top of the wild Co- 
hutta mountains day before yesterday. 

The officers and posse men went up on 
the mountain and after a desperate battle 
succeeded in capturing five of the moon- 
shiners, but the trouble of the revenue men 
only began with the first fight. For miles 
they were followed by the distillers’ friends 
and the story of their exciting escape reads 
like a chapter from sOme war romance, 

For some time the officers have known 
of a still in the wild fastnesses of the Co- 
hutta mountains, near Prudens tannéry,

The still had not been removed more than 
two minutes before and the beer which the 
moonshiners had poured out on the ground 
was still running in small streams. 

Officers Scott and Ware started out in 
the darkness to try and overtake the 
moonshiners with the still. They soon got 
on the right _#fack and after a long chase 
got so close behind the moonshiners that 
the latter were obliged to throw down 
their burden so as to make their escape. 
As soon as the revenue men came up to the 
distillery and all the paraphernalia that 
had been abandoned by the moonshiners in 
their hasty flight they stopped and de- 
stroyed the whole outfit.

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The sensations which were suppesed to bo 
‘urking behind the litigation in the affairs 
of the Georgia Loan, Savings and Banking | 
Company failed to materialize yesterday 
when the application for receiver for that 
inetitation Was argued before Judge Lump- 
hin in chambers. . 

The hearing prought out nothing that has 
not already been made public and the ch- 
tire matter comes up in a most informal 
manner before the court. The situation was 
discussed, but not in detail, and but little 
was said that in any way referred to the 
alleged mismanagement of the bank. Not 
@ word of reference was made to the al- 
jeged defalcation of Cashier Harry Cassin, 
and the affairs of the bank were comment- 
ed upon in a most desultory manner by the 
attorneys. The hearing lacked anything 
that would cause a sensation and those 


who. were present for the purpose of secur- 
ing the dotails of the manner in which 
the bank lost the money went away disap- 
pointed. 

The application for receiver was not ar- 
goed. When Judge Lumpkin took his seat, 
Colonel Glenn, representing Morgan Gress, 
a director of the bank, who had filed the 
bill asking for a receiver, stated to the 
court that he thought it was for the best 
interests of~all concerned to have the hear- 
ing postponed. Colonel Glenn suggested 
that the argument be postponed until May 
12th, so that no action would be taken by 
the court until after the stockholders’ 
meeting, which occurs May 10th. 

Attorney Abbott, of the firm of Abbott 
& Cox, announced that his firm, repre- | 
senting other stockhoiders, did not wish 
to enter into the argument at that time, 
preferring that the entire matter be post- 
poned until May 12th, as suggested by Colo- 
nel Glenn. 

Other attorneys present, who had been 
retained 'n the case, agreed to the sug- 
gestion and it began to look as if the hear- 
ing would be postponed without any oppo- 
sition. 

The first movement against the postpone- 
ment and probably the only sensation of 
the hearing was caused by Mr. Burton 
Smith, who was the only lawyer present, 
who represented a creditor of the bank. 
He was counsel for the Washington Loan 
and Investment Company and he stated to 
the court that all the other attorneys rep- 
resented the stockholders and he believed 
it was the best interests of the stock~ 
holders that the hearing be postponed for 
the present. 

Smith Wanted a Receiver. 

Addressing the court, Mr. Smith stated

Mr. Alongo Richardson, who has been 
emploved to make a statement of the con- 
dition of the bank, was summoned before 
the grand jury and closély questioned as to 
the condition of the bank books and the 
entries which were made by Cashier Cassin. 
He was asked if there appeared to have 
been any effort on the part of the cashier 
to conceal his shortage, and if these efforts 
were apparent—did the books show that 
any entries were changed. 

Judge Rufus T. Dorsey, vice president of 
thp bank, was examined by the grand ju- 
rors and he was asked a number of ques- 
tions in regard to the manner in which 
the bank was conducted and the authority 
vested in Cassin. 

Olthers connected with the bank and poe- 
sessing information wanted by the grand 
jury were examined and closely questioned. 

This morning President G. V. Gress will 
appear before the grand jury and he will 
be asked to tell all that he knows about 
the situation. President Gress has taken 
the posftion that the bank will be able to 
pay all it owes and he has offered to share 
his tndividual portion of the loss. 


Cassin Is Closely Guarded. 

Cassin is still in the custody of Bailiff 
Ray, of Judge Bloodworth’s court. 

Last night the young bank cashier slept 
at the home of the bailiff and he is being 
closely guarded.

The men started down the rough moun- 
tain gide with their prisoners with the in- 
tention of getting into the turmpike road 
that led to the depot. They had gone but 
@ short distance when the friends of the 
moonshinergs made an attempt to take the 
men away from the officers. They were 
lying in ambush in a wild undergrowth of 
blackjack saplings, and when the officers 
passed the mountaineers opened fire on 
them and poured a perfect volley of leaden 
hail around the revenues. The officers re- 
turned the fire and after a sharp battle the 
mountaineers retired, but for the time 
being only. 

A short distance further on they made 
another attempt to rescue their friends, but 
were again driven off by the determined 
Officers. At last, after a fearful scramble 
over the rough boulders of the mountain 
side, the officers fought their way to the 
turnpike road that led to the railroad. But 
their troubles were not yet ended. The 
mountaineers had dé@termined to rescue 
their friends and they kept right behind, in 
front,and all around the officers, harrassing 
them every step of the way. Some of the 
mountaineers went ehead and cut down 
trees across the road:so as to blockade it 
and make the officers delay and give them 
an opportunity -to rush down and seize 
their friends. Some of the distillers behind 
rolled heavy logs down the mountain on 
the officers, but no one was hurt. 

Officers Reach Railroad. 

Finally, after one of the most thrilling 
and exciting adventures of their lives, the 
officers reached the railroad and succeeded 
in carrying their prisoners to Dalton and 
putting them in jail. The mountaineers 
under arrest are: John Russell, Sim Smith, 
William Bennett and James Pullum. 

The men have many friends among the 
mountains of north Georgia who will stick 
by them. The friends of the prisoners have 
already sworn vengeance on the head of 
Officer Bates. They have notified him that 
if he ever goes into their vicinity again he 
will be killed.

What was secured was along the line of 
a rebuttal to the charge that Mrs. © Brien 
or her soldier husband had been ostracised 
by any great number of the families at 
the garrison or that public disfavor had 
been shown them. 

The day was dull and_ uninteresting 
throughout. This, combined with the 
gloomy weather out of doors, made t 
task of those connected with the court- 
martial anything but a pleasant one. The 
officers composing the court, already tired 
of the whole business, looked as though 
they were about played out all day long, 
and a distinctly audible sigh of relief went 
up from all around the table when the 
hour of adjournment had arrived. 

Lieutenant Carbough has several more 
witnesses to examine in rebuttal and Cap- 
tain Romeyn will have the opportunity to 
introduce evidence in sur-rebuttal—and 
then comes the argument. The judge ad- 
vocate will open for the government. He 
will be followed by the accused and will 
again speak in closing the case. 


Where Is Mrs. KimballP 


When court opened yesterday Captain 
Romeyn again brought up the question of 
summoning Mrs. Licutenant Kimball as a 
witness tor the defense. He submitted 
to the court a copy of a letter he had td- 
dressed to the post commander, Major Por- 
ter, asking that that officer, in his official 
capacity, confer with Lieutenant Kimball 
and ascertain from him the whereabouts 
of his wife. To the communication Major 
Porter replied that he had no business 
“meddiling’’ with the affairs of the. court- 
martial. Captain Romeyn stated that as 
the court did not seem to have any juris- 
diction over the witness, he intended tv 
place the whole matter before the war de- 
partment and take it up to the highest 
authority. The captain claims that Mrs. 
Kimball left the post to avoid testifying 
in his vehalf. 

Colonel George B. Russell, of the Four- 
teenth infantry, who up to a short while 
ago was in command of Fort McPherson 
and the Fifth regiment, was the first wit- 
ness on the stand. He stated that while 
several persons in the garrison had severed 
social relations with the O’Briens, there 
had been no general ostracism or public 
disappreval as far as he knew. He stated 
that he himself had called upon Mrs. 
O'Brien not long ago. The colonel was 
asked on cross-examination whether or 
not he had heard or made any comments 
on Mrs. O’Brien and Lieutenant Bamford. 
The question was objected to and ruled out. 

Captain F. G. Wales, of the medical de- 
partment of the nromy, stated that ihe so- 
cial position of the O’Briens was as good 
as that of any family in the post. The 
Witness stated that neither he nor his fam- 
ily had made any comments on the *couple

Captain Tillson said he expected some- 
thing would grow out of the parade ground 
incident and took careful note of all that 
happened.

Captain T. B. Forbes was the last wit- 
ness. He stated that he thought the social 
standing of the O’Briens was all right.

TRIBUTE TO CAPTAIN ROMEYN 


Members of His Company Present a 
Silver Loving Cup. 

Captain Henry Romeyn was presented 
yesterday morning with a magnificent 
solid silver loving cup by the members of 
the company the distinguished old warrior 
commands. 

The presentation was made in a quiet 
and unostentatious manner by a committee 
delegated by the company. This commit- 
tee, with the precious burden in charge, 
proceeded to the captain’s quarters and 
there turned over to him their token of 
love and esteem. It had been arranged to 
make a public presentation, but this was. 
declared off at the last meeting of the 
company. This step was deemed advisa- 
ble on account of Captain Romeyn’s heart 
trouble. It was thought the shock and 
excitement of such an‘occasion would have 
been ‘injurious to the’ commander they so 
greatly admire and respect. 

The cup is a massive affair eight and a 
half inches in height and twenty-one in 
circumference. It is of decidedly hand- 
some design. The immense bowl is sur- 
mounted by two artistic handies. Tne in- 
scription on the cup reads as follows: 

“Presented to Captain Henry Romeyn 
by the members of company G, Fifth in- 
fantry, in recognition of his worth as a 
soldier and gentleman.” 

The gift is peculiarly appropriate, com- 
ing as it does at the time when Captain 
Romeyn is on trial before a courtmartial 
on charges reflecting on his conduct as an 
officer and a gentieman. The cup was 
given a position of honor in Captain Ro- 
meyn’s parlor and a large number of his 
friends dropped in yesterday afternoon to 
congratulate the officer and to get a 
glimpse of the highly valued ornament. 


SOMETHING ABOUT LT. BAMFORD 
The Young Lieutenant Once Cut Quite 
a Swell in Omaha, Neb. 
Lieutenant Frank BD. Bamford, who has 
come in for a fuli share of notoriety in the 
tr.al of Captain Romeyn before the Fort 
McPherson courtmartial, has an interesting 
history and quite a record in military cir- 

cies in Omaha, Neb. 

He served as a private, corporal and ser- 
geant of Company E, United States in- 
fantry, at Fort Omaha, from July 14, 1891, 
until the spring of 1893. In the summer 
of the latter year he served as a sergeant 
major, and was the highest non-commis- 
sioned officer in the Second regiment. 

Lieutenant Bamford was born in Wis- 
consin. He removed to Nebraska in 1891 
and there enlisted in the army. Being a 
bright fellow and a hard student, he rap- 
idly worked his way through the entire 
list of non-commissioned officers and took 
the ¢xamination at Fort Leavenworth for 
a second lieutenant’s commission. He was 
commissioned a lieutenant on November 7, 
1893, and ordered to the Fifth infantry, 
now stationed at Fort McPherson. 

In 1892-93 Lieutenant Bamford was cap- 
tain of the Omaha Guards, a crack yvolun- 
tary company of that city, and cut quite a 
swell. At the same time he was captajn of 
the Guards he was a corporal in the regu- 
lar army. The fact that he was an en- 
listed man was rather a drawback to his 
social aspirations, and he was not received 
with open arms by the society folks of the 
western town. 

Bamford was a thorough soldier, and un- 
der his command the Omaha company at- 
tained proficiency in the manual of arms 
and in the manipulation of gatling guns.

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SOLD HIM POISON 


Interesting Point of Law Raised Regarding 
the Sale of Poisons. 


LICENSE LAW IS_ INVOLVED 


Parker Sues Groceryman Henderson, 
Claiming the Latter Sold Him 
Morphine for Quinine. 


Is the gale of poisons by others than 


licensed druggists legal? 

This interesting question has been raised 
in the city court by the filing of a damage 
suit by L. E. Parker. the blacksmith, who 
‘charges that he was given morphine when 
he asked for quinine at the grocery store 
of William C. Henderson. 

Parker says he has been greatly damaged 
on account of the mistake which was 
made by the storekeeper. He says he took 
two of the morphine capsules, ‘thinking 
them to be quinine, and that he came near 
dying from the result of the poison. His 
mouth, he declares, has been badly poison- 
ed, and even now he feels dizzy at times, 
and is troubled with a numbness which al- 
most paralyzes his entire body. 

Several days ago, so the petition states, 
Parker went to the grocery store of Hen- 
derson’s, which is located at the end of 
Capitol avenue and Washington streets. 
Parker says he was feeling very badly, 
and asked that he be given some quinine 
capsules. Instead, he says Henderson gave 
him a number of empty capsules and also 
a bottle containing morphine. 

Parker went to his boarding house, filled 
the capsules and took two. In a short 
time he says he was eeized with sudden 
jliness. He was horrifie’ at his condition, 
and started out for a physician. After go- 
ing a short distance, he says, he fell in a 
faint, and lay unconscious upon the ground 
untf he was picked up and placed in a 
passing milk wagon. Parker was carried 
to a drug store on Georgia avenue and 
resuscitated, but not until his system re- 
ceived the poison. These are the allega- 
tions contained in his court petition, which 
was filed yesterday by Colonel R. J. Jordan. 

Damages are asked for upon the grounds 
that the poisonous drug was sold by a 
person who had fio authority to. sell 
poisons, and the interesting question will 
come up for solution when the case is 
reached for trial in the city court at the 
next term. Parker sues for $2,500.

fected. 
The New Company. 

Headquarters have been opened in rooms 
303 and 305 of the Equitable building. The 
new company will be organized as ‘The 
Loan and Deposit Company of Georgia.” 

It will have a capital, full paid, of $1,000,- 
000. All the assets of the Southern Building 
and Loan Association, of Knoxville, Tenn., 
will be bought by the new concern. 

Messrs. Watson & Dean, of Atianta, have 
been retained as counsel for the reorganiza- 
tion committee and will take charge of all 
matters of a legal nature looking to the 
winding up of the business of the old com- 
pany and the organization of the new. 

Plan Well Backed. 

The reorganization plan is well backed, 
many large stockholders in various states, 
and several financial men of Atlanta being 
interested in the movement. 

It is claimed by those who have investi- 
gated the proposed plan that the stockhold- 
ers will practically save all their invest- 
ment, but if they allow the receivers to con- 
tinue they will barely get 20 cents on the 
dollar. 

It rests with the investment stockholders 
as to how soon the reorganization is per- 
fected. Nothing can be done until the stock 
is sent to the Lowry Banking Company and 
the headquarters in Atlanta communicated 
with. 

Troubles of the Association. 

The Southern Building and Loan Asso- 
ciation, of Knoxville, Temn, was at one 
time one of the most flourishing of the 
international concerns of the kind. The 
stock was considered A No, 1 and found a 
ready sale in nearly all the states. Then 
came the collapse, which was published 
far and wide a few months ago, and was 
at the time regarded as a national financial 
sensation. 

A temporary receiver was appointed by 
the United States court, but when the 
petition was heard later by Judge Clarke, 
of Knoxville, he refused to appoint a 
permanent receiver and the affairs of the 
association weré again placed in the hands 
of the stockholders. 

Dissatisfied stockholders appealed to the 
State courts and the result was that the 
association once more went into the 
courts, a receiver being appointed in every 
state in which stockholders resided. 

This complicated matters considerably, 
and most of the larger. stockholders be- 
lieved that the agsets of the association 
would find their way inte the hands of law- 
yers and court costs. 

A Move That Met with Favor. 

Then came the effort to save the asso- 
ciation from the total destruction which 
appeared to threaten it, and the only thing 
that ‘looked feasible was the present plan 
of reorganization. It met with favor by 
many of the large stockholders, and so the 
headauarters in Atlanta were secured and 
the Lowry Barking Company agreed to 
act as custodians of the stock until such 
time as it could be disposed of. 

When organized the Loan and Deposit 
Company of Georgia will ‘be a strong con- 
cern with its million dollars paid capital 
and it will be the endeavor of the stock- 
holders to make the new company one of 
the leading financial concerns of the south. 

The reorganization of the association 
will be watched with interest by the busi- 
ness world. and with close attention by 
those financially connected with its affairs.

Judge Bloodworth will try a very un-

to ride on a ticket bought from a scalper 
and signed by another party, the original 
buyer. 

The case grows out of the ejection. of a 
young man from a Southern train at Ma- 
con several days ago, because another 
name was signed on the back of his ticket. 
The conductor took his ticket up, there+ 
fore, which read to Jacksonville, and the 
youth had to return to Atlanta. His name 
is B. H. Bridges. and his home is in Cole. 
man, Fla, 

Yesterday Bridges went before Judge 
Bloodworth and swore out warrants fur C. 
E. Sears, the conductor who took up his 
ticket and put him off the train, and for 
B. Shufal, the clerk in Maynard's ticket 
office in this city, who sold the ticket. 

The former was arrested yesterday af- 
ternoon on a possessory warrant by Baill- 
iff George Ray, and the latter on a war- 
rant charging him with cheating and 
swindling. Both were taken before Judge 
where 
they gave bond for their appearance’ at 
noon today, when a hard-fought batt¥e 
will-no doubt ensue. . 


What Bridges Says. 

“I went into Maynard’s office,” said 
Bridges, ‘“‘and inquired for a ticket to 
Jacksonville. Shufal offered me a ticket 
for $23, with the information that I would 
get a rebate of $15 at my destination. I 
paid him the money and boarded the train. 

“Soon after leaving Atlanta the conduc- 
tor looked at my ticket as if it was all 
right, and then passed on. Just before 
going into Macon, however, he came to me 
again, and stating my name was not sign- 
ed to the ticket, wanted to.put me off in 
the woods. I protested, and he took me 
oh to Macon, refusing to return my trans- 
portation. 

“I boarded a train Immediately and re- 
turned to Atlanta, paying my fare back. 
I do not know who is at fault in the 
business, but the scalper refuses to give 
me my money and the conductor my 
ticket and I am going to have satisfaction 
if it takes every cent in the world I have 
got.’’ 

Maynard’s clerk, when approached on 
the subject, acknowledged he thad sold 
Bridges the ticket and claimed it. was per- 
fectly good. He stated the road had sold 
it and that it was their duty to take it 
up mo matter whose name was on 
the back. 

The Conductor’s. Version... © 

Conductor Sears does not deny he took 
up the ticket and refuses to give it back. 
He had asked the young man his name, 
and finding it did not cerrespond with the 
signature on the back, decided there was 
fraud somewhere and took it up according 
to his orders from the company. 

When these tickets are sold the agent 
requires the purchaser to sign an iron- 
clad contract he will not sell or dispose of 
the ticket in any way, on penalty of it 
being taken up. The case today binges 
mainly on this point. 

The prosecution will attempt to show in 
both cases the scalper had no business sell- 
ing such a ticket. The defense from the 
railroad will claim the contract fustfified 
the taking up of the ticket. The scalper 
will claim the ticket was perfectly valid 
and was sold in good faith.

Elias S. Kimball, manager of. the south- 
ern mission of ‘thé Mormon church, located | 
at Chattanooga, Tenn, complains that two 
of his elders were roughly handled by 
disguised men, and. inclosed the following 
letter to the governor: 

“Last Saturday. night, while coming 
home from the meeting with Uncle Sam, 
Elder Spencer and four ladies, Elder Spen- 
cer and myself were attacked by an armed, 
blackened and masked mob. A detachment 
took Uncle Isham and the ladies and about 
ten or fifteen marched we elders ahead of 
them into the woods and forced us to. strip 
off our coats and stand there in the cold 
to Hsten to their vile abuse, cursing and 
threats. With uplifted hands and looking 
into the mouths of several guns we were 
made to say we would leave the state. We 
were asked if we preferred being thrown 
into a near by mill pond or whipped until 
we could just craw! away. The fiendish 
human agents of the devil told us the 
damnable doctrine we were preaching must 
be stopped and they were going to do it. 


‘We were finally let go with the threat 


that if we came back into these parts again 
our blood would be the only satisfaction.”

A Serious Complaint Filed by a Cherokee 
Mining Company. 

DOUBLE ROAD DUTY REQUIRED 

Thrown, Into Jail After Satistying the 


Law’s Demand—Up Before the 
: Governor. 


Two of Cherokee county’s mining fac- 
tors, Messrs. FE. E. and G. E. Pope, came 
down to Atlanta yesterday with a very 
serious complaint against some of the 
county officers. Their object in coming to 
Atlanta was to obtain an interview with 
the governor. V 

Briefly told the story is as follows: 

Some eighteen months ego a mining com- 
pany from Parkersburg, Va., composed of 
Messrs. E. E. and G. E. Pope, mining 
engineers, purchased quite a large claim in 
the county and began immediately to de- 
velop it, spending several thousand dollars 
in the enterprise. Splendid results, it is 
said. have been derived from the invest- 
ment and the only difficulty yet encounter- 
ed by the company has come from the dis- 
trict surveyors and commissioners. 

As it appears the mining property is lo- 
cated near one of the district lines of the 
county and this explains, In some measure, 
the complications which have arisen. In 
February of this year, according to the 
statement of one of the aggrieved mem- 
bers of the company, notice was served 
upon the company directing that its men 
be put to work on the roads in lieu of 
taxes. After making some Inquiry it was 
ascertained that the property was located in 
Wildcat district, whereupon the demands 
ef the law were promptly met, it Is 
claimed, and a receipt taken from the dis- 
trict commissioners. In spite of this set- 
tlement, however, the commissioners of 
the adjoining district continued to annoy 
the company, it is sald, and recently noti- 
fied the workmen to appear as defaulters 
before the commissioners’ court of that 
district. As soon as the receipt was shown 
in court the matter was promptly dismiss- 
ed by the commissioners and the workmen 
allowed to return to the mine. 

A month after this, without notification 
of any kind, it is claimed, warrants were 
issued by the same commlissioners for the 
arrest of the company’s men and they 
were thrown into jail under a ten days’ 
sentence. The employers of the men ap- 
peared for them and offered bond until a 
proper trial could be held, but the com- 
missioners refused. Application was made 
to the ordinary for a writ of habeas corpus, 
but without.avail. The men are now lying 
in jail in Cherokee county and will not 
be released for several days yet unless 
some action is taken by the governor. 
Messrs. E. E. and G. E. Pope are both 
in Atlanta for the purpose of having an 
interview with Governor Atkinson. They 
reached the city yesterday afternoon. 

Both are indignant over the matter and 
declare that great injustice has been done 
the company. Said Mr. E. E. Pope to a 
representative ef The Constitution yester- 


day: 
{ “The whole trouble grows out of the ig- 


norance of the district overseers as to 
where the district line runs. If this is not 
the explanation it must be due to the 
enmity of the road overseers. The mine 
is now shut down and asa consequence of 
the imprisonment of our men we are 
losing from $30 to $35.a day. Although full 
Satistaction has been rendered, so far as 
taxes are concerned, not a cent could have 
been legally required, as the men are not 
residents of the county, having been im- 
ported as blasters from North Carolina.” 

The complaint against the district and 
county overseers is a grave one and will 
doubtless be thoroughly investigated by the 
governor. 


REPUBLICANS DENY IT. 


Noah Johnson and F. H. Sheppard Say 
There Is No Deal. : 

Several days ago The Washington Post, 
The Constitution and other newspapers 
published a statement that Congressman 
Fleming had submitted affidavits to the 
fourth assistant postmaster gen- 
eral going to show that Noah 
Johnson, a prominent colored re- 
publican leader in Washington county, 
had received $50 as a consideration for his 
indorsement of the application of Mr. EF. Hi. 
Sheppard to be postmaster at Harrison, 
Ga., a town thirteen miles from Sanders- 
ville. Sheppard received the appointment, 
but Congressman Fleming filed the papers 
above referred to with the postoffice depart- 
ment, and the commission was revoked. 

Johnson and Sheppard arrived in Atlanta 
yesterday to confer with Colonel Buck, to 
whom they presented their case—each de- 
nying most positively that there was any 
deal. Johnson says that he received no 
consideration whatever from Sheppard, 
and that he recommended the latter of hig 
own free will and accord, and because he 
believed he would make a good postmaster. 
He says that he has offered a reward of 
$50 for proof of the charges which have 
been filed against him. 

Sheppard says that he never paid John- 
son a cent, and that his skirts are abso- 
lutely clear. He says that he will push 
the matter vigorously, as he is not content 
to give up the postoffice, to which he had 
already been appointed, under a charge of 
this kind. 

Johnson is a colored Missionary Baptist 
preacher and has been prominent in poli- 
tics of the tenth district. He supported 
Congressman Fleming in the last cam- 
paign. Sheppard is a white republican, 
and says he has been a consistent member 
of that party for the past nine years. He 
did not support the democratic nominee for 
congress.
